3. REQUESTED CHANGE: 

a. Title:  Revision to DS 517M, MOV 

b. Description of Change:  ADC 49/49A opened the unit of issue data element, 
provided for correct placement of the associated note, and opened the LQ qualifier for 
Document Identifier Code in the detail table.  This revision opens the LM/LQ loop in the 
header table for identification of the Document Identifier Code during DLSS/DLMS 
transition. (Item 3 is new to ADC 49B.)

4.   REASON FOR CHANGE:  This change is required for successful conversion 
between the DLSS MOV transaction and the corresponding DLMS implementation.  
Under the original DLMS concept the unit of issue applicable to the MOV would be 
resident in both the sender and receiver’s systems and transmission was not considered 
necessary.  Current thinking is that the unit of issue must be retained to support 
conversion and may be retained under the future DLMS.  The DI Code is also required 
for successful conversion of MOV transactions.
